Flying Saucers Bxelte Interest 


A report of the sighting of another flying saucer 
has stirred up considerable Interest in tha press during 
the past week, Two senior non»senrmissioned officers of 
she ROA¥ atabioned at North Bay, Ontario about two hundred 
niles northwest of Ottawa, reported a "bright amber dise” 
in the sky which they observed for several minutes and 
which followed tha usual pattern of changes in direction 
and intensity. ‘The RCAF is conducting a routine Investig 
gation of thelr report but attaches mo particular 2 
portance to it.
